years, miitte incapable or holding any licence under 
tills chapter. 


Mr. Sayles, of Tawtuckot, moved to stnko 


out tho words "for 
tho term of' two years" 


after thereafter, but tho amendment dijl not 
prevail, and tho section was allowed to stand 
as reported. Tko next section (Sec. 11,) was 
then adopted ns a' port of tho bjll, providing 
that persons ojocting from their promises 
intoxicated 
persons, 
having sold them 


Honors, shnll,npon conviction, bo sentenced 
to pay a UHO of twenty dollars, and shall 
thereafter, for the space of ono year, be 
disqualified from holding any license under 
this act, was then adopted as a purt of tho 
bill. 


The consideration of tho bill was hero in- 


terrupted by tho communication of house 
resolution of adjournment to Wednesday, 
Juno !Hh, which was read aud concurred in. 


CONCEEKING INSECTS. 


To the Editor <>j the Jfatty News:— 


During two or throe days past great num- 


bers of very small flyiug insects have been 
observed iu this vicinity nuil many good 
people are convinced that they,—the in- 
sects, not the people,—will eventually be- 
come grasshoppers. 
When examined under 


ft microscope of sufficient power any ono 
can see that the little fellow is distinctly n 
fly and uot a grasshopper. Tho head of the 
latter ia of very marked construction; ns an 
infant ho has no wings nt all, aud as an 
adult, when ho has shed his juvenile, cover- 
ing he has invariably four wings aud a pair 
of wing-covers. The other insect has but 
two wings, with no covers, and out of tho 
end of his nose proceeds a proboscis which 
distinctly marks him as n fly. 
Other tokens 


about him indie-ate that ha belongs to a class 
of ephemeral insects and that in a very short 
time ho will depart this life aud bo horo no 
more,though some of his relations may come 
again next Summer.

THE LIQUOR DEB A TK. 


In the senate yesterday 
Mr. Tumor 


moved an amendment to be. inserted in sec- 
tion 3d, of tho liquor bill providing that 
towns may instruct their town councils at a 
regularly colled meeting to grant licensee or 
not grant them, and that if any five voters 
of a town demand a ballot they may have it. 
Mr. Osborne of Tiverton, moved that the 
words "or special'1 bo inserted after ths 
word regular in Mr. Tumor's amendment, 
so that towns may have an opportunity of 
saying at a special meeting what they will 
have. Mr. Powel, of this city, moved further 
to amend by providing that the first year a 
special town meeting may bo called on tho 
subject, and in subsequent • years, the mat- 
ter may be regulated by tbo regular meet- 
ing. 
Mr. Oaborne accepted Mr. Powal's 


amendment, and his amendment as amend- 
ed by Mr. Powel, was then adopted by a rote 
of 18 to 11. It was then voted to adopt sec- 
tion third, (Mr. Turner's amendment) as 
amended*. Section four, providing that li- 
censes shall not bo granted for the salo of 
liquors in any place connected with a dwel- 
ling house, except a tavern, was allowed to 
stand as a part of tho bill. 


The next section, relating to rates of li- 


cense, was then taken up. 
Mr. Kenyon, of 


Richmond, moved that tbo rales bo fixed as 
follows : 


Fora license to manufacture, or sell at 


wholesale and retail puro spirituous, intoxi- 
cating and malt liquors from $100 to iJi'JOfl, 
For a lioonso to Hell puro spirituous, intoxi 
eating and malt liquors (it retail only from 
$liiO to $'JOO.

The secretary replied that 
he had not accused him or his people of 
stealing, and ho did not want Spotted Tail 
to accuse tho Great Father of stealing from 
him. 
Wo don't expect to steal their coun- 


try, and wo are not going to send the army 
up there to take it from them. They don't 
give us credit for our desire to do'them good. 
Bed Cloud wanted to have tho bills of the 
white men who had come With him paid and 
he gave the secretary tho list, which was re- 
ferred to tho commissioner of Indian affairs. 
Spotted Tail said he wanted to talk about 
his agency matters before ho wont homo, 
and he would like to go tomorrow after 
breakfast. 
The secretary here withdrew, 


tolling the Indians they might talk all night 
with the commissioner about their agencies 
if they wanted to. 
After a little further 


parley they withdrew, expecting to have an- 
other talk during tho day.
